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A Growing Football Team 


One year ago today a football was as scarce on this 
ampus as green grass. But today it’s a different story at 
Sacramento State College. Not only has grass sneaked 
through its sandy loam but footballs have also been tossed 
about its quad. 

Last week a few negligent students took short cuts 
across the grass near the cafeteria and slowed down its 
promising growth. In hike manner, a few football] veterans 
now serving with the United States Navy gave a green 
Hornet team its initial setback in far off San Diego. 

Perhaps an analogy should not be drawn between the 
grass and SSC’s first football team, and yet both are having 
their beginning on campus this year, and certainly no two 
things have been more heartily welcomed during the past 
year, A visitor on State’s campus last November could have 
found students desperately seeking both. 

This morning the grass near the cafeteria was still re- 
ceiving the trampled treatment, but it has refused to give 
way to the “soul's” of certain campus shoes, It must cer- 
tainly feel that if it can withstand a limited amount of 
rough treatment in its youth, it need not fear a few careless 
tramplings in its old age. 

Coach Dave Strong and the Hornet squad must have a 
feeling very similar to that of the grass, because every 
afternoon and evening this week they have been drilling 
harder and harder with the pigskin. 

When colleye President Guy A. West announced ap- 
proval of the grid sport last December he said, “I am ap- 
proving the comrmittee’s proposals. But for the good of our 
college ... and for the goo! of football... let’s keep it clean 
and decent.”” He went on to say, “Even if we lose the games, 
we can grow in spirit.” 

That spirit of which he spoke can often mean the success 
of failure of a college team. Perhaps all of those who yelled 
“We want football!” last November should be asked to form 
a nucleus of spirit at this first game, and from that nucleus 
a whole core of strong support will surely grow. 

Yes, SSC’s team may be as green as the grass in the 
quad—‘“‘as green as a cucumber—but” with a determined 
spirit on the field and within the Association, success is 


not a far-off reality. 


The Hornet's Policy Set 


Every newspaper, whether large or small, has a set 
policy regarding ecitorials, news and advertising. The Hor- 
net is net an exception to this general rule. 

The staff of The Hornet realizes that it is virtually im- 
possible to “please all of the people all of the time,” and 
it shall not attempt to try this mountainous feat.

The Hornet realizes that the views of many students 
may not be expressed on its pages and that some students 
may object to the ideas presented. Therefore, it has re- 
served a special column for these views called Letters to 
the Editor. All such letters may be given to any staffer or 


left in the editor’s box 111 Douglass hall. 
In all, Tne Hornet and its staff will try to put out a news- 


paper that the students, staff and administration of SSC 
want to read.

No small-time operation, the 
SSC library collections now total 
in excess of 40,000 volumes. Sub- 
scriptions to more than 672 peri- 
odicals enable students to have 
access to current magazines, 
pamphlets, and government docu- 
ments. 

Mrs. Spayde has placed the 
suggestion box on the display 
case in the downstairs lobby of 
the library. All students are in- 
vited to contribute suggestions or 
comments about the efficiency or 
improvement of library services
